Massachusetts as her great exemplar in 
public school matters, it occurred to rue

effect this -vast outlay 


of money for public school purposes wns 
having in the way of promoting 01 pre- 
venting ciiaic. Aa the icsult I find that 
with a natho bom American population 
of less than 100,000 TCO had in prison on 
the 1st day of June, 1870, no les>s than 
f)62 iifttho bom American ciiminals. 
This c-ven beats our great model Massa- 
chusetts. These figures do not pio^e 
nor teucl to prove, that a proper educa- 
tion pioduces ciime, but I maintain that 
they do lend to prove that a false As- 
tern of education has that effect.

cent.; but the average of the last quar- 
ter's liabilitieh per insolvent is over 
one-thiid, a reduction from the average 
for 
the 
corresponding quarter last 


year. The average indebtedness of in- 
solvents outside of New York has in- 
creased about us it has decreased here. 
A large decreasets leported for Califor- 
nia, Pennsylvania find Louisiana. The 
Circular further shows, that, the busi- 
ness improvement did not begin until 
two-thitd sof the quarter had expired, 
andvias then too restricted to mater- 
ially influence the nfl'tvira of the embar- 
rassed parties. Evidently failures are 
more numerous 
among 
the smaller 


clasbusof traders, aud fewer large dis- 
asters are reported. Tho Hues of credit 
have been giadnally lessened, and losses 
by bad debts reduced in proportion to 
the number succunibing. 


The indications are marked of a gen- 


eral improved condition. 
There is 


everywhere a decided increase in confi- 
dence. 
All the conditions favor's con- 


siderable movement in those branches 
upon the necessitius of people, espe- 
cially iu articles to eat and drink. There 
are many proofs also that the lengthened 
depression has not produced general 
tihaustioc. 
When better times arrive, 


trade will be found in a healthy condi- 
tion.
